This made me imagine 
that I Jhould perform no unacceptable fer^ 
vice to the Eoglifh Reader^ if Iprefented him 
with a Phalaris in his own Language^ and 
let him fee what it is about which he hath 
both heard and made fo free Difcourfes. 
What my Opinion is as to the matter in difpute^ 
I JbaS not here difcover. Some little Intima^ 
t ions of it the obferving Reader may col- 
leSl from the Jbort Notes here and there 
fubjoined to fome of the Epifiles : which 
will alfb jbew him how mifirufiful I am of 
my own Performance^ and how fenfible of 
tie Exceptions which may be made a^in^

it. But as for the mere Englifll Reader^ he 
may fsve himfelf the Labour of lookwg upon 
them. They mre not defigned for him^ 
nor are they for his ufe. I know this Piece 
is like to fall into fever e hands ^ which 
ought to have difcouraged an unfraHifed 
Pen f/bm meddling with it. But if stny 
man be minded to be quarrelfom^ I fbaH 
venture to give him this Advice^ That he be 
fure he underhand the Original before he 
fafs his "judgment ufon the Tranflation : smd 
after all ferhafs he wilt find more Labour 
and lefs Gldry in the Vndertaking than he 
experts. For either I am very flow of Ap • 
frehenfion^ or elfe this Author requires a clofir 
Application of Thought either to he under^ 
flood in his own Language ^ or tranflated 
into another J than upon a tvanCient View of 
fome of the Jborter Epip:les a hafy Reader 
would imagine. Some ktnd of Defence I were 
about to have made for ^Atf Licentioufnefs of 
the Tranflation 4 out fomething of that na^ 
ture is already offered in the Notes ; and to 
apologize farther in fo trivial a Caufe^ would 
run me upon a Vanity hot admitting of Apo- 
logy^ and expofe me to the Sufpicion of valuing 
my felf upon Performances of this nature ; 
which I affure the H eader I am fo far from 
doings that I can fcarce anfwer to nry own 
Thoughts the having thrown awaji any part

of my Time fq infignijicantly. As for the 
Elegancies of Utile, I cAnnot bring my felf 
to ^eH them. If the Englifb Phalaris besrs 
Mj tolerable Refemb/Mce to the Greek one^ I 
have my end ; if I have faiPd in thaty 
^twas beeaufe I could' do no better. For tho I 
otvpmy felf not fo tnighty an Admirer of my 
jfiithory as aTranflator ought to be, and as 
fame Per fans frofeffedly are ; )et I have no 
sphere mllingly abttjed him^ but all along en^ 
deavour'^d to make the beft of him that I 
could. And let envious Criticks fay tphat 
theymOj there is in thefe EfijiUs (whether 
true or counterfeit) a Spirit and Vigour ^ 
tpbich mil keep them above contempt ; tho I 
xonfefs I think TuIIyV much better. The 
Copy I followed^ was that of the late Theatre- 
Edition : and what Light I received from the 
Annotations joined with ity I have not un* 
wittingly acknowledged, as appears by the often 
Reference to them under the Title of Not. 
Ox. i. e. Nots Oxonlenfes. To whom we 
are beholden for them every one knpws. Nor 
were I for Sullying fo Honourable a Name, 
by making it a mere marginal Ornament to a 
Trifle which could not grace it. As for 
thofe two little pieces e?/ Lucian, from, the 
relation they bear to Phalaris, and the uje 
that hath been made of them in the Contro^ 
verjy concerning him^ I judged them not im^

TT may perhaps be further affirmed, in favour of 
^ the Antients, that the oldeft Boohs we have are 
ftill in their kind the beft. The two moft anticnt 
that I know of in Profe, among thofe we call 
Profane Authors, are t^Jhfs Fables and Phalaris's 
EpifUes ^ both living near the fame time^ which 
was that of Cyrus and Pythagoras. As the firft 
hath been agreed by all Ages fmce for the greateft 
Matter in his kind , and all others of that fort 
have been but Imitators of his Original : So I think 
the Epifiles of Phalaris to have more Race, more 
Spirit, more force of Wit and Genius than any 
others I have ever feen, cither Antient or Modern- 
I know (everal Learned Men (or that uiually pals 
for fuch* under the name of Criticks) have not 
eft eemed them genuine, and that PoUtian and (bme 
others have attributed them to Lucian : But I think 
he muft have little skill in Painting, that cannot find 
out this to be an Original •, fuch Diverfity of Paf- 
fions upon fuch Variety of Adions and Padages of 
Life and Government, fiicb Freedom of Thought, 
iucb Boldnefs of Expreffion, fuch Bounty to his 
Friends, (uch Scorn of bis Enemies, fuch Honour of 
Learned Men, fuch Efteem of Good, fuch Knowledg 
of Life, fuch Contempt of Death, with fiich Fierce-* 
nefs of Nature and Cruelty of Revenge, could ne- 
ver be reprefented but by him that pofleft them. 
And I efte^m Lncian to have been no more capable 
of Writing than of Ading what Phalaris did. In 
all, one writ you find the Scholar or theSophiil : In 
all, tlie other the Tyrant or the Ccmmander.

THA T fom? of the oldefl Books are the befi in tkeir kjndsy \ 
is none^v Obfcrvation ; but the c\\q\cc of Fhalaris and • 
^frp^ as they are now extant, for the two great inimi- 
table Originals, is a piece of Ciiticifm of a peculiar Com- 
plexion, and mi) A proceed from a Singularity of Palat and 
Judgment. Dr. Bentley's Appendix to Mr. Wotton*s Ae- 
Jfeiiions upon Ar.tient and Modern Learning^ p. 7. The 
Cenfures that are made from Stile and Langiage alone, 
are commonly nice and uncertain, and depend upon flen- 
der notices So that if I had' no other Argument but the 
Stile to deteft the Spurioufnefs of F^<i/<«r//s Epiftles, I my 
felf indeed (hould be fhtisfied with that alone, but J durft 
not hope to convince every body elle. Ibid, p. 14. To j^ls 
by therefore the Arguments from Words and Language, to 
nie the very Matter and Bufinefs of the Letters fufficicntly 
dilcovcrs them to I5C an Impoflure. What Force of Wit 
and Spirit in the Stile, what lively painting of humorfom 
Fancy they difcern tliere, I will not examine nor difpute* 
But mcthinks little Senfe and Judgment is (hewn in the 
Groundwork and Subjeft of them. What an improbable 
and abfurd Story is that of Epift. 54. Stefichorus was born 
at Himcra, &c. p. 5$, $5. It would be cndlefs to profc- 
cute this part, and Ihew all the Sillinefs and Jmpertinency 
of the matter of theEpiilles. For take them in the whole 
Bulk 5 if a great Perfon would give melcave, I fhould fay, 
they arc a fardle of Common-places, without any Life or 
Spirit from Adion or Circumfhnce. Do but cafl your 
eye upon Cicero'^ Letters, or any Statefman's, as Phalark 
was: What lively Chara^ersof Men there! what Defcrip- 
tionsof Place! wliat Notifications of Time! what Particu- 
larity of Circairoftances ! what Multiplicity of Deiigns and 
Events 1 When you return to thefe again, you feel by the 
Emptintfs and Deadnels of them, that you converle with 
Ibme dreaming Pedant with his Elbow on the Desk ^ not 
with an a^ive ambitious Tyrant, with his Hand on his 
Sword, commanding a Million of Subje^s. All that takes 
crafFeftsyou is a StifFnefs, and Statelinefs, and Operofcnefi 
of Stile : but as that is improper and unbecoming in all 
Epiftles fo efpecially it is quite alien from the Cliarafter 
aiyhaluiiSf a man of Bufinefs andDifpatch. /Wrf.p.tf2,^3.

^ W^ Ight Reverend, Phalaris \izs fent* • ^^* 
■if us hither to confecrate this Of- ^»^' 
**^ fering to Apollo^ and begs of 
you not to judge of him by the 
lumoufs of Fame. For he particularly 
d^fires to maintain his Repute with yoq, 
who are as the Councellorsi and the A (lift « 
er$ of the God, and he believes your 
fentiment will be of great weight through- 
oat all Greece. We take the Gods to 
Witnefs, whom there's no deceiving not

corrupting, that we (hall now declare 
nothing but the truth. And to begin 
wjth telling youfomc thing of our Prince, 
l)efore we (peak to you of his Oblation : 
Thalark was born in the City oiAgrigeu' 
turn in 5/V/7y, of a moft lllufl[rious Family; 
and being (irft educated in all the civfl 
exercifes of his contemporaries and equals, 
he was admitted to the Government as 
well as others^ wherein he behaved him- 
felf fo well, that there was never any 
complaint of his Adminidration. But 
being informed, that his Enemies and 
Envyers were laying fecret Abufhcs a* 
gainfl: him, and contriving all manner of 
means to be his ruine, he was conftrain d, 
for his own fafety, to make himfelf the 
Matter of the State, as well to free him- 
felf from their Tyranny, as to put a pe- 
riod to the Divifions, which reigned at 
that time, to the great prejudice of the 
Commonwealth His defign, tho bold, 
was approved by (everal Perfons of Ho- 
nour and good Quality, (who contributed 
thereunto with all their Power) and was 
not followed by any murder, or bani(h» 
ment , and other fuch like violences, 
which are ufually pradiced at the e(Vabli(h« 
ment of anew Empire. Nay, he did not 
fo mUch as revenge himfeU on tho(e that 
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had confpired againfl: him , but thinking 
to win them by foftnefs and lenity, after 
having overcome them by force and 
power, he pardoned 'em what waspaffed, 
and admitted feveral of them to his 
Councels, and his Table, after certain 
Pledges of Fidelity and Allegiance. Then 
for the reforming the diforders which had 
dipt into the State, he regulated the 
publick Revenues, which were ill dif- 
penced, through the malice or negligence 
of thofe who had the Adminiftration^ and 
did it fo effedtually, that there was no 
overplus of money for fuch things as only 
ierve for Magnificence or Ornament. He 
then took care for the inftruftion of 
Youth, and fo contrived, that the Old 
men (hould enjoy in Peace, an undifturb'd 
repofe and tranquility of Life 5 he kept 
the people within their duty, by Bounties 
and publick Sights, without any thing of 
force or violence. At length he delibe- 
rated about quitting the Throne, and 
reftoring freedom to his Citizens , 
when he learnt that his enemies and \m 
envyers confpired againfl: him, made 
Levys of Men and Money, fortified thetii- 
felves with the Alliance of their Neigh- 
bours, and had fent Deputies as far ag 
Lacedcmon^ and Athens. As the thing was

upoo the poiht. of execution^ he had no-1 
tice of It. m a Dream^ by the ailiftance of 
theGods^ and afterwards difcovercd the 
Confpiracy by feveral tokens. Be pleas'^ 
now, Right Keverend, to reckon his Cafe 
your own, and confider what beciinie fakl 
to do in fo fatal a Conjundure. Ougbthe 
to have pardoned a fecond tiftie fiidi 
, ingratitude, fuch Traytors, and lay hii 
Throatopen tothem, (as a man may fty) 
or rather (ecure his Life and his Empire^ 
as he did, by the puni(hraent of theCti- 
minals? Wherefore he fcnt for them, and 
having firft convidted them by their own 
Confe(i]on,he punifhed them according as 
their Crimes deferved. From that time 
forth,be was obliged to keep Ouards,and 
fecure hisLife by the puni(bment of thofe 
whom he had reafon to (ufpedt, and who 
^Vere ever hatching Treafon agnnft hiffl. 
In the mean while, the People, who 
only mind the effeds, without enqnir-^ 
ing after the Caufe , call his Jnflice 
Cruelty, as if the puni(hment of Male^ 
fadors was not rather an Adion of Cle- 
mency, fince it preferves the Innocent, 
and (ecures the Lives of Honeft men. But 
the averfion people have to ill Princes, 
makes em even often hate the Good, 
fuch asGreerehasfeen feveral,that have go- 
verned 
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verned with all manner of Equky and 
Juftice. Thus it is tiot by his feverity^ 
that a man ol^bt td judg^ of a good or 
a bad Govern^r^ but by the reafon be 
hae to be feverej otherwife you your 
felves would be unjilft in puniftiing the 
Impious and Sacrilegious. You ice how 
much time Legiflators employ in (peaking 
of Penahies and Puniftimegts, 3s if the 
reft were nothing without this. Now if 
they are neceflTary to any, 'tis without 
doubt to them, who have none about 
them but treacherous Friends or private 
Enemies, and command people which 
only obey by force* For Rebellion is like 
tiHydra^ one ofwhofeHeadsare no (boner 
ctit offj than that there arifes feveral in 
its place, unlcfi you put fire to't, after 
ifhe example ot lolas^ for the gaining the 
Vidory. In a word , when you have 
once begun to exercife feverity, you muft 
continue it, if you mean not to be undone; 
But nought but necefEty can drive a man 
t^ ^hat extremity, and I do not believe 
there s any Prince fo barbaroiis as to take 
ddight in hearing Clamours, Bawlings 
and Inveftives, rather than Bleffings and 
Praifes. How often have we fcen our$ 
weep and groan in the punilhment of Of- 

a J fewi«.%^ 
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fenders, and deplpre bis codditibn, be- 
caufe he was conftrained to fiifFer every 
day, what he macle thetn Xuffer once 5 
and to be all his lifelong under continual 
apprehenfions of Death. For othcrwife 
he is fo far from defiring to deftroy the 
Innocent, that he would rather be his 
own defl:ru£tion, by fuffering Criminals to 
live. Befides, its no lefs painful to a No- 
ble Spirit to do ill, than to fuffer it ; and 
I know not whether it be better to dye, 
thounjuftly, than to be every day in pair 
for our own defence and fecurity : how 
ever, I believe, every man would rathe 
preferve his own life, than thofe of \ 
Enemies, efpecially when he cannot p; 
ferve them but to his own mine, and 
gainft himfelf. Yet Phataris has p 
ferved feveral, after having manif 
convifted them. I call to witnefs A 
thus^ Tiwocrates^ and Leogoras^ whor 
loved when he might have deftr 
them. But if you would know our P 
you muft not enquire about him of 
whom he is conftrained to be hard- 
al, but of others that he ufes v 
manner of huraaniy. For there 
pie all along the Coaft, who give 
tice of thole who arrive, that he 
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ceive them according to their merit s and 
the Sages of Greece have not difdained to 
come and fee him, and Court his Friend- 
(hip. Witnels Pythagoras^ who now a- 
bides With him, having as much efteem 
for his Virtue, as he had heard Blame and 
Clamours of his Cruelty 5 and he isfiU'd 
with compaifion to fee him conftrain'd 
to exercife juftice fo feverely. Do yc 
think a man that ufes Strangers fo well, 
takes delight in oppreffing his own Citi- 
zens without any reafon 5 This is what wc 
had toreprefent to you for his juftification. 
As to what concerns his Offering, you are 
to know how PeriUusj like you, only 
knowing him by hear-fayes, imagining 
he could not render him a more accep. 
table piece of fervice, than by inventing 
fome new fort of punifhment, and as he 
was an excellent Artifan, he made a Cop. 
per Bull of admirable contrivance, fo as 
that the Prince cryed out as foon as hp 
(aw it, that it was an Offering worthy of 
Jpolh. But Perillus in reply faid, if you 
knew for what purpofe I made ir, you 
would talk at another rate. Shut up a 
Malefador in it, and put fire to it^ and 
thou wilt hear him* Bellow like a Bull,^^^^ 
which is the only thing it wants to imitzte jiruLnc 
Nature to perfedion. Upon thefe words. Z^' f^^ 

^^ *sji* Vt^^ 
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the Prince, having in abhorrence fo de-l^ 
tfeftablc an fnvention, made PeriOus him-P 
fclf tobe put into the Bull, to make if 
tryal of the truth, aud caufing him again ||1 
to be taken out alive, that fo he might not 
pollute by his Death, an Offering which 
he meant to Ccnfecrateto the Gods, he 
deftin'd it to Apollo^ and caufed this 
Hiftbry to be engraven thereupon. Where- 
fore^ receive this Prejent^ Sacred Sirs^ and 
Jet it in the mefl confpicuoHs Place of the 
Temple^ for a monnmeftt of the Piety and 
'Jniiice of our Prince : He will make ftill 
tiitih prcfents, if .Apollo preferves him 
Icogt'and delivers him as has done from 
the ambuflies of his Enemies 5 but the 
greateft'kindncfs he can do him, is to ex- 
empt him henceforward from feeing fo 
many executions and punilhments. This 
fRight Reverend) we had to tell you 
on his behalf, and on our own, which 
we alFert for truth. Now if Subjefts 
be allowed to intercede for their Prince, 
we conjure you, moft Holy Fathers, 
by virtue of an Alliance, (for we, as 
well as you, are originally of the Do- 
rians^ not to difpleafe a Soveraign who 
Courti,' your Friend(bip , fince he has 
given you diverfe teftimonies thereof, 

as 
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s well in publick,as in particular,where- 
orc receive this Offerings and Con- 
berating it to Apollo^ make Vows for 
rlim and for Us, fince you cannot re- 
:u(e it without doing an injury to PhaU-- 
ns and your God.

T Hough I have neither Frienr 
nor Alliance with Phalaris^ 
with the Agrigentines^ nor any p 
rea(bn to embrace their Interefts.

and Juftice, as well in its Conf 
as in the punifhment of the De 
Wherefore I fancy on this c 
longer deliberation would be 
and that it's nolefs a Crime to 
oflferings which are made to 
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than to take away thofe they hold al- 
ready in poffeffion. For my own part, 
who in the Quality of a Prieft and Citi- 
zen of Delphos^ partake in the Glory of 
^pollo^ and his Temple, I hold we nei- 
ther ought, nor can hinder the token 
of zeal and acknowledgment of any 
Perfon, without expofing our felves to 
Calumny, and making it blurred about, 
that we mean to render our felves Arbi« 
ters of the Confciences of Men. In a 
word, if we rejeft this offering, nobody 
will ever make any more. For who 
would expofe himfelf to a refufal, or 
run the rifque of paffing for Impious, in 
giving teftimonies of his Piety? Ye will 
wholly Condemn PhaUris of the Crimes 
whereof he isaccufed, if you fend badt 
his Prefent. Never thelefs , ye know 
we are yet altogether unacquainted with 
them, and there's no judging by hear- 
fay of Princes, and great M^n. I know 
very well that he who fpoke before mc 
has bitterly exclaim'd againft the Cruel- 
ties, and other vicesof that Prince, but 
he cannot know them of himfelf, but by 
repor;ts, which may be falfe or uncer* 
tain, fince he never faw the Perfon he 
fpeaks of, nor was he in his Country. 
And though they were true, it is not for 
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us to lay afidc the Quality of Priefts, 
take upon us that of Judges, nor to enqu 
whether 5fV/7y be well or ill governed, 1 
to receive the offerings which are ma 
us. Let us leave to the Gods the O 
dudot Mankind, and only take care 
what concerns our felves there s no nc 
pf quoting Homer^ to prove we dw 
among Rocks and Precipices, and tl 
all this Country wogld be a fad £ 
(art without the Piety of Men , w 
come hither to make Vows and Sacr 
jces. Thefe are our Vintages and c 
Harvcfts, and which makes us en' 
without trouble all the Riches of 
Earth, as if we inhabited a fruitful Cc 
try, or lived in the Poets golden 
This precious TTreaftire let us pre 
to our. Children, as if we receivi 
from our Parents, fnd let's not di' 
by a furplufage* or fcruple, the 
^nd revenues of a Temple, where 
no mention made in the racn^ 
man, that Prefents or Vidiff 
ever refufed- ft only appertain 
Cods to judge of the Confcie 
Men, fince none but they knov 
doubles and foldings of the n^ 
Queftiou here is neither of PA 
his Bull, but of all the Vows, ar 
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Offerings that €!v6r will be made in all 
Ages. Yoii fee the immenfe Riches 
this Temple has heaped up .fince People 
have had liberty of conyfeg hither? I 
am afraid that by turning'^Cenfurers , 
you 11 have no Subjeft for your Cenfures. 
So that I am of advice, that yoii receive 
this Offering (my Brethren) according 
to the Cufton^ of our Anceftors, which 
is conformably torour own intereft^ and

I Know the good news which I fend 
you will cut you to the heart, and 
be welcomed with tears. P^lj/clitus of 
Mejfana^ whom, for his attendance upon' 
me, you accufe as a Betrayer of the Pub- 
lick, hath recovered me out ota defpe- 
perate ficknefs. But you are (ick of a 
Difeaie, out of which, neither can Afcle- 
pus the God of Phyfick himfelf, nor all 
the Gods in Heaven can recover you. The 
Diftempcrs of theBody may be removed 
by the Phyfician, but for a DifeafedSoul, 
there's no other Remedy but Death. 
That Remedy therefore cxpeft you from 
my bands, as your many unjuft apd vilb^

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nons pradices require : And thofe^ not 
fuch which you were Forced upon by any 
(a) v.Ep. neccflity, (as (4) were the things yoa 
lo^&c' l^y ^o "^y charge Forced upon me) bnt 
' the pure eflfed of your own deliberate 
Choice; Nor for the putting you to the 
End I defign, will any man fay I am too 
Cruel, or call me Tyrant upon your ac- 
count. 

*Tis an unlucky* thing tfiendere in limine. I wifh diis 
Fpiftle had flood in fbme other place. I have endea- 
voured (as far as I could) to fatisHe all parties, but am 
fcarce lefs fatisfied with my felf in any other part of Ac 
Book than in this Entrance. I have done my Et^lijb 
Reader no wrong ; and I beg the Criticks to let me 
pzCs both here and elfewhere without too rigorous a 
TryaL I do not pretend to a literal TranflatioiT ; if I 
do not lofe the Thought of my Author, and preferrc 
omewhat of his Genius ; \is all I aim at*

VAlue not, Stefichorus^ what EubulHs 
and ArifhantHs have told me con- 
cerning you, nor let their pretending 
themfelves to have been put upon thaf 
Bloody defign by you and your Poems, 
give you the leaft difturbance. How 
narrowly! efcaped their hands at Hi^ 
merd^ you yourfelf know; but fince \ 
have efcaped them , their naming your 
Fkrfe as the Motive of fo dejpcrate an 
Undertaking, ought to be rather a mat- 
ter of Rejoycing to you, than the Con* 
trary. And la] that both upon your 
^ir/n Account^ and upon mpte : upon

'Tis true, that Sink of Luft, Conon 5 that 
projeftor of my Deftrudtion, Theagoroi^ 
that Antimedes and Pericles^ and what 
others like them I have been able to get 
into my hands, I have put to death • 
but not Unjuftly 5 their Aftions againft 
me having been fuch, which, had I been 
placed in a far lower Station than I am, 
I would rather have loft my life than not 
have Revenged. Let fuch as they arc 
callmeMurdcrer^Monfter,Atheift,Tyrant, 
Enemy to God and Man, or what worfe 
Names they can Invent, and Spare rae 
not. To have their Praifes, would, in 
the fight of all Wife and Good men, be 
my Reproach, and Mercy to them a 
Crime ; and Such a Crime which I (hall 
ne're be guilty of.

Think not therefore, Stefichorus^ when 
in any of your Poems the Mules infpire 
you with an Indignation againft the Ex- 
prbitancies of a Lawlefs Power, that I 
am the perfbn you aim at. Receive their 
Infpirations with a willing mind, and 
freely give them Vent ; nor let any re- 
gard to me check the Current of your 
Noble Thought.

In the 
mean time EubnlHs and his fellow Con- 
ipirators, who thought Fate too tdrdy 
with the Tyrant, and were for taking 
her work out of her hands, have recei * 
vcd the reward their daring Folly re- 
qnir'd : not that reward the Laws of 
Greece propofe to thofe vain-glorious 
Fools that (hall venture their lives to 
murder a Tyrant , but that which fiich 
Fools may expeft when they fall into the 
Hands of a Tyrant, who is abo\^ the Laws 
of Gnece.

And if thofe who have pro'* 
mifed to lend me Moneys fhould hear, 
that inftead of calling upon my Debtors, 
I Qiould prefs upon others, upon whom 
I can pretend no claim, would they not, 
think you, be tempted to fall back from 
their word, as having too great reafbn 
to fufped, that the man who can fo eafi- 
ly Forget the Debts owing to himfelf, 
would not much better Remember the 
Debts he owes to others. All thefe 
things conGder'd, I hope you will be a* 
(haraed any longer to delay me the pay- 
ment of my Money. But if Reafon and 
Argument be of no force with you, af- 
fure your felves I (hall fpeedily find out 
fome more powerful means than bare 
words, which will force you to be Ho^ 
nefi^ if they may be faid to be fo, who 
are not fo till they are forced to it.
